THE FLAGMAN 


THE FLAGMAN is usually a volunteer, 
yet his job is vitally important to the con- 
duct of any motor-race, either car or cycle, 
This job is only for men with a high sense 
of responsibility and cool heads, Here are a 
few rules that, if followed, may prevent a 
serious pileup: 





1. OPERATE ON THE INSIDE OF A 
CURVE, NEVER ON THE OUTSIDE. 

2. Keep your flag concealed by your leg 
or body. Never point with ite Don’t let it 
flutter, 

3. STAY IN PLACE. The riders or drivers 
expect you to be in the same place lap after 
lap. They often slow down, accelerate or 
change gears at your flag station,

4, KEEP YOUR HEAD MOVING. Watch 
traffic coming and going, Never fix your at« 
tention on one point for more than a second 
or two at a time, 

5, When an obstruction occurs near your 
station, run immediately against traffic, 
working your flag to wam oncoming drivers 
or riders so they have time to slow down or 
take avoiding actlon, 

6, DO NOT WATCH THE RESULTS OF 
A CRASH, Your duty is to prevent oncoming 
vehicles from crashing into that obstruction, 
Leave rescue efforts to others, Your job is 
to PREVENT ACCIDENTS. 

7, If the track is only partially blocked, 
work your flag with one hand and made either 
a "Come here" or *Go away" motion with 
your free hand, Riders or drivers will inter- 
pret ^Come here" to mean they can pass on 
your side and “Go away” to pass on the far 
side, Be sure that you understand these sig- 
nals before you use them, Ask the Chief 
Flagman or Referee, 

8. Make all signals SIMPLE, CLEAR and 
EASY TO UNDERSTAND by speeding men, 
Avoid all complicated or confusing signals. 

9. NEVER LEAVE YOUR POST during a 
race meet until you are relieved by the Chief 
Flagman, 

10. PROTECT YOURSELF AT ALL 
TIMES. Flagmen almost never get hurt at a 
race meet, but if a cycle should go out of 
control and run you down, your only escape 
is to jump into the air at impact, hoping to 
get only a mild bump instead of being mowed 
down, 

FINALLY — Remember that if you leave 
your post or permit your attention to wander, 
men may be crippled or killed because of it, 
Keep faith with them,

track, up a dead-end street, behind a 
factory. 

At the sign-up window the man said I 
had to buy a number to ride, because out 
of district numbers were no good. This 
was fine with me, the District 37 Sports 
Committee needs the money anyway. 
Then the man said that this wasn’t a 
district number, it is good only at Tro- 
jan Speedway. The numbers cost $6.00. 
I told him I'd paint my own. No, you 
can't do that, you have to buy Trojan 
Enterprises number plates ... IS THE 
$6.00 A RIDER REGISTRATION FEE, 
OR THE COST OF FORCED PURCHASE 
OF THEIR NUMBER PLATES? Does 
the District 37 Sports Committee benefit 
at all, or does the entire $6.00 go into 
the pockets of Trojan Enterprises? 

At the next window I showed the 
woman my receipt for my assigned num- 
ber. She says it will cost another $3.50 
each, to sign up. ARE THEY KIDDING

at Ascot for only $2.50? Maybe track 
conditioning at South Gate costs more 
than Ascot????

ZZ DELETIONS PROPOSED 


The U.S. Forest Service recommends 
that 94,728 more acres of California 
woods be closed to motor vehicles. The 
area is approximately 24 miles long and 
8 miles wide. It contains a large portion 
of the Santa Lucia Mountain Range and 
is entirely within Monterey County and 
the Los Padres National Forest. 

Popularity of the area in question is 
admitted by the Forest Service. Because 
of its low elevation it is a favorite of 
outdoorsmen during spring and winter 
months when higher lands are closed by 
snow. Much of it is closed in the sum= 
mer months because of fire hazards. 

The Forest Service, presumably at 
at the behest of the Sierra Club, wishes 
to have the area declared a “Wilderness” 
in order to ban motor travelin its bound- 
aries. California now has over 1,250,000 
acres of wilderness area, open to hikers 
an horseback riders, but not trailbike 
riders.

One hundred and forty riders faced 
the starter's gun at 10 a.m. waiting 
nervously for the start of the Idaho 
State Cross Country Championship, 
May 14, 1967.1f the riders had known 
about the seventy long rough miles 
of rocks, logs, water, and mud that 
lay ahead of them, there would have 
been fewer starters. As it was, there 
were fewer finishers because the 
water and mud took its toll of man 
and- machine. 

It was Ken Habeck, the giant 
killer from Seattle, aboard the 250 
Husqvarna who outdistanced the en- 
tire field and won first overall. Ken 
has only lost one cross-country race 
in two years and that was when he 
finished second to Torsten Hallman 
at Kiona on November 15, 1966. Ken 
is & school teacher and is a winning 
example of what the good life will 
do for you. 


WHERE 


ARE THEY 
NOW? 


Outstanding in the cycle field in the 
Pacific Northwestis Floyd E. Stranahan, 
best known as Bud, of Spokane, Wash. 

Bud literally grew up with motor- 
cycles. His family lived near the shop 
So he had ample opportunity to learn all 
that his father could teach him about 
motorcycles. He started riding a motor- 
cycle when he was about ten or eleven 
years old. The private roads through the 
orchards provided an ideal place for a 
young boy to learn to ride without inter 
ference from traffic. 

Bud served with General Patton’s 
Third Army during World War II. When he 
returned home from the War, his father 
took him in partnership in the motorcycle 
shop in Lewiston. To accommodate the 
increased business which followed the 
War they replaced the old shop with a 





cement-block building having large dis- 
play windows. Afterthe orchard business 
declined, Bud and his father bulldozed 
out à section of the orchard and made a 
race track behind the shop. They con- 
ducted many activities in connection 
with the business which included spon- 
soring the Lewis and Clark Motorcycle 
Club, and organizing Gypsy Trail Rides 
in which they took groups of cyclists to 
Yellowstone National Park, Grand Coulee 
Dam and other points of interest in this 
area. 





In 1952 Bud moved to Spokane where 
he became part-owner of the Brush Cycle 
Co. until 1962, when he went on the 
road as a factory representative selling 
motorcycle parts and accessories. Later 
he established his own business, the 
Stranahan Distributing Co. One of the 
advantages of the wholesale business 
which Bud enjoys is the ability to com- 
bine selling trips with out of town motor 
cycle events. 

When asked aboutawards won in com- 
petition, Bud did admit to a few includ- 
ing second place in the Amateur National 
Championship Hill Climb at Dubuque, 
Iowa, and a third place at Red Wing, 
Minnesota. In a hill climb event in Poca- 
tello, Idaho he won first place after 
which they named the hill for him. There 
were more but he is the modest type. It 
was apparent that he has a great deal of 
enthusiasm for competition riding. 

Bud has had only one accident. In 
1955 he was crossing an intersection in 
downtown Spokane, and was hit by a car 
whose driver was unable to stop for a 
red light because his brakes failed. 
Bud's left leg was broken in several 
places and for the next five years he 
was in and outof the hospital for surgery 
to repair the damage. Although he now 
walks with a limp, he still rides a motor- 
cycle. The accident did, however cause 
him to give up riding in competition and 
now he announces many of the competi- 
tive events, and finds this also very 
satisfying. 

His daughter Denise is one of her 
father’s greatest fans, and a budding 
motorcycle enthusiast. At present she is 
limited to riding behind her father on his 
motorcycle. She did not say so, but it 
was easy to see that she is anxious for 
the day to come when she can have a 
motorcycle of her own. 


THE MOTORCYCLE SPROUTED 


The history behind the Kawasaki 
Motorcycle is perhaps the strongest rea- 
son for its extreme popularity, both in 
Japan and around the world. It’s a his- 
tory that began in 1878 when S. Kawa- 
saki established the Kawasaki Dockyard 
in Tokyo.

Engine 
sizes run the full range from 85cc to 
650cc piston displacements. Six more 
models, including three types of street 
scramblers, are scheduled for U.S. in- 
troduction during 1967.

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Irwindale's quarter-mile sprint action was highlighted in the race 
for Junior Fuel by Tony Dodge's victory at 11.41 and 125.34 miles per 
hour. Jr. Gas was a close match among four of the finest Triumphs in 
drag form. George Tupper hauled the weary distance from San Diego 
and was forced to make the return trip with heavier baggage, thanks to 


his Jr. Gas win of 12.96 — 101.35. 

Harley Davidson did not spend an 
idle weekend, as Bruce Millers Top 
Street victories at Lions and Irwin- 
dale seem to show. To back up the 
Harley activity, Johnnie Eastes won 
Top Gas at Irwindale. 

The smaller displacement pits 
were locations of feverish activity 
and it produced results when Ray 
Downard counted Jr. Fuel money at 
Irwindale Raceway. Downard's 350cc 
Honda fueler turned 12.67 — 99.33 
mph. The gassers were led in per- 
formance by Bob Braverman winning 
12.47 — 105.62 on a Yamaha, and 
Steve Rowles victory for Top Gas at 
Lions. Steve$ Suzuki froze the clocks 
at 12.65—100.11 mph. 

Fontana

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YEAR ROAD TEST - BSA LIGHTNING 


‘The Blitzen and the Beezer or, maybe there will always be an England... 





Reporting one year’s experiences with any motorcycle we knew 


would call for both honesty and courage. Every other road test reported 


in the various monthlies is based on only one or two thousand miles, 


when the machine is brand new. 

Since road tests are for the 
purpose of informing purchasers 
about what they can expect from 
their prospective mounts, we rea- 
soned that readers wanted to 
know what their machine would 
be likein 5,000 miles, and 10,000. 
Our victim, or acid test machine, 
we decided, would be the Light- 
ning 650cc BSA. It impressed us 
as a good medium-size motor- 
cycle. We gambled that it would 
take it and plunked down $ 1457 
atour nearest dealer (Long Beach 
Honda in this case) for a then- 
new 1966 Lightning. Original im- 
pressions of the bike were cov- 
ered in Cycle News last July. 

The ‘66, which we eventually 
christened Blitzen, experienced 
some memorable disasters which 
failed to endear it to us as much 
as we'd have liked. The plan was 
to purposely neglect the motor- 
cycle to see how well it held up 
under hard treatment. 

Fortunately the BSA is guar- 
anteed for three months or 4,000 
miles. And in that time hard treat- 
ment would show up most of the 
weak links in the machine. For 
proof of the guarantee’s value as 
well as of our heavy handed 
treatment, hereis the list of parts 
replaced in that first 4,000 miles! 
i pair of spark plugs 

2 '4 Whitworth bolts 
Бш switch knob, switch and 
battery 
Handlebars and grips 
Clutch plates 
Air filters 
Points 
Main jet 
Brake cable 
(plus assorted front end parts dam- 
aged in a spill that was certainly no 
fault of the motorcycle) 

Performance was 89.37 mph 
and 15.19 seconds in the quarter 
mile. At 2500 miles we reported 
the speed and E.T. The project 
was to report performance at 
specific mileage intervals: 5,000, 
10,000 and so on. Unfortunately 
this project was foiled when the 
Smith's speedometer destroyed 
itself at А out 4,500 miles. The 
needle and odometer dials had 
been erratic so we greased the 
cable, No improvement. Shrugging 
it off as a British joke (Smiths 
clocks for Rolls Royces are fa- 
mous for not working, either) we 
set out on a 400-mile trip to Big 
Sur, Banked over on Highway 1 
we felt a sharp tug on the bars. 
On a lesser bike, on a straight- 
away, it might have caused a 
wobble, Imagine our hilarity 
when, coming to a careful stop, 
we discovered that the boys at 
Smiths had played out their joke 
for a last laugh. The speedo 
drive box and its cable were 
wrapped around the rear axle. 
The tug we felt was the cable 
jerking the front end just before 
breaking. Not wishing the same 
trick played on us twice, we fin- 
ished the Blitzen test without the 
instrument. Quarter mile tests at 
about 5000 miles produced 86.70 
mph and 15.18 seconds. 

At an estimated 8,000 miles 
the motorcycle became victim of 
a severe case of engine jitters. 
Taking it back to our friendly 
dealer, we were informed a pis- 
ton had collapsed. Perhaps we 
hadn’t warmed it sufficiently be- 
fore opening it up? Admittedly it 
wasn’t broken in carefully (al- 
though in ten years of road test- 
ing for the various monthlies we 
have treated bikes as harshly, 
though not for as long.) 








At this point the BSA people 
requested old Blitzen so that 
they presumably could take it 


apart and study it (or maybe bury 
it), and we accepted a bright new 
unbroken-in 1967 BSA Lightning 
for a small additional charge. 
Still determined to complete 
the first of our one year road

tests, we picked up with the 1967 
Lightning where the 1966 model 
left off. It was spared the 


1,000 mile performance test, but 
care and treatment remained the 
same. 

The new Lightning, it turns 
out, is a horse of the same color 
as old Blitz only the finish is 
much improved. i 

Our Lightning is a medium- 
weight with a big feel. Light 
enough to be slightly sporting, 
the big Beezer is at the same 
time weighty enough to hold the 
road like a race truck. 

After changing to Barnett 
handlebars, made of alloy to help 
lighten the front wheel and shift- 
ing the rider's weight a little 
farther rearward, it is possible 
to merely lean the *divining rod" 
in the desired direction and use 
the throttle to ride the Lightning 
by its rear wheel. 


Girls Get the Point 

It is proportioned for the 
American rider, or couple of rid- 
ers if you like. The seat is al- 
most perfect for one or two ex- 
cept that the “grand prix point” 
in the back feels “too precarious” 
in some female passengers’ 
opinion. 

As time went by, we began to 
be amazed that the ‘67, so simi- 
lar in appearance and Cadillac 
comfort to the ‘66 model, should 
behave so much better. We ex- 
perienced nothing but delight for 
nearly 700 miles until suddenly 
the left side head gasket chuffed 
a wretched noise. Owners should 
retighten the head nuts at 500 
miles to avoid this annoyance. 

Technical data sheets are 
free from any BSA business. What 
the figures don’t reveal is just 
how the motorcycle achieves, as 
this one does, near ninety in the 
|j-mile. In the case of the Light- 
ning, it does it easy. Starting is 
as easy as slicing butter with 
your foot. First gear is one step 
down. 

Whang the throttle and hold 
your grip. The Beezer smokesoff 
the Lions line right on the verge 
of wheelieing and breaking loose. 
The rider (ME!) tucks out of 
sight, his beady eye fixed on the 
rev counter...The gears are not 
too closely spaced. The needle 
falls below 5000 and the cams 
cut out. Slowly, screaming, the 
engine climbs back up on the bub- 
ble, swings rapidly to 8 grand 
then shift er mechanical 
stiffness still), have to pause 
between gears) 4800, 4900, 5000- 
55-6, 7, 8 grand and shift! Fourth 
gearis a little too tall for -mile 
contests, but it puts the vibra- 
tion point (which every bike has, 
like a et) right at 70 mph. 
А бі figure, indicating a 
smoot! й road bike, which it is. 

The engine turns a lot of revs 
with a minimum of strain. It bare- 
ly trembles at the highest speeds. 
Fit and finish have improved, 
too. The chromium would put 
many custom plating shops to 
shame and we suspect the British 
are importing acrylic paint formu- 
las from America at last. It is 
the least we could do in return 
for Twiggy. 

Even the chaps at Joseph 
Lucas Limited woke up long 
enough to correct their electrical 
mistakes with the 1967 model. 
Both ignition and light systems 
are working perfectly. (So you 
see, Joe, it can be done.) The 
Smith’s speedo is still together, 
but now their tach has packed 
up. This new Lightning is so 
good in other respects that we 
even have hopes for the Smith 
people. Perhaps only their cable 
broke. 

IN SUM: 

We recommend the BSA Light- 
ning to riders who are in the mar- 
ket for power, comfort, reliability 
and continued good looks. Саге- 
fully broken in, it should perform 
satisfactorily with minimum mains 
tenance.

Unexpected Winner 


It was not until the 500cc and Open 
event that the action changed from a 
series of parades into a spectacle of 
100 mph plus *ear-holing." Unexpected 
winner overall was Art Baumann on а 
350cc Yamaha. A'l of the big guns in- 
cluding Buddy Parriott were there, but 
most of them dashed their hopes for 
victory on Turn 6 where a nasty spill 
put several out of the running. Suddenly 
the starting field was reduced from 18 
entries to 5. 

At the restart, Dale Alexander on a 
Harley-Davidson with enormous lungs, 
got off the line first with BSA-mounted 
Ron Grant in belated pursuit. Half-way 
through Baumann made his move, passed 
Grant and then set after the big one. 
His big chance came at the exit of Tum 
7 where Alexander stared with disbelief 
at Baumann, who had pulled up beside 
him, missed a shift, and reluctantly let 
the San Francisco flyer by for the win. 


Baumann Again 


Riding the same machine earlier in 
the 350cc G.P. race, Baumann again 
showed what a flawless rider on a su- 
perior machine could do. Getting a late 
start, Art zipped through the pack and 
set sailfor leader Jim Deehan. By lap 3 
he had overtaken everyone, including 
Deehan who later went out with engine 
problems, and almost lapped second 
place Larry Grossman. 

Yamaha Triumvirate 

In the 250cc G.P. class a good go 
developed between the Yamaha trium- 
virate of Ron Grant, Art Baumann, Vin- 
cent Noone, and *Yamasaki*-mounted 
Steve McLaughlin. Grant soon proclaimed 
himself the master of the screaming 
two-strokes and headed for the flag with 
Noone and Baumannin tow. McLaughlin, 
who looked like he was going to finish 
well up front, had to finish the race in 
а truck. He was picked up on course 
with a ventilated piston. 


McLaughlin Victorious 


However, the colorful young Irishman 
hadhis momentof gloryin the 125-175cc 
class. Riding a 125 Honda, he annihi- 
lated the field and took over from Dave 
Allee on the second lap. After that, it 
was no stopping McLaughlin. He pulled 
out all the plugs and finished with an 
almost unbelievable 27- second lead. 

The combined 100cc and 50cc class 
was another Yamaha run-away with Ron 
Grant as chauffeur. He easily won over 
Jeff Pasternak and David Jones, both on 
Yamahas. 50cc Class I honors went to 
Colin Jones (Honda) who bested the 
king of the teacuppers, Tony Nicosia 
(Honda). Class II of the 50 class was 
taken by Paul Wilde (Yamaha) over 
Steve Ricketts (Tohatsu) and Sid Cham- 
bers (Mondial). 


Damron Dominates 


With one of the Damron brothers now 
working for Uncle Sam, David Damron 
upheld the family honor by winning the 
under 200cc production event by a pro- 
verbial country mile. He took the win 
over J.B. Lend, who was engrossed 
farther back in one of the better dices 
of the day with first and second place 
finishers in the 175cc class, Frank 
Smith and Frank Fullylove. 

A surprise victory came in the big 
bike production race when John McGilli- 
vray took over from leader Ron Grant on 
thelastlap and won by a narrow margin. 
The extra cubic inches turned the trick 
for Triumph-riding McGillivray who had 
an exceedingly tough time getting by 
Grant's Yamaha in the twisty parts of 
the course. 

Spectators and riders who witnessed 
nasty accident involving Dick Kilgroe, 
Buddy Parriott and Clyde Litch will be 
pleased to know that all are O.K. Kil- 
gre was hospitalized for what was 
suspected to be a broken shoulder. Later, 
however, he was found to have only 
severe bruises and minor burns. His 
condition was listed as satisfactory.

Brother Frank Sets Sail 


The day's racing got started at 8:00 
a.m. with a practice lap for the large 
turnout of trail bike riders, The banner 
was dropped at 8:15 for the start of the 
race with Jack Morgan, and Pete Foster, 
both on Hodakas, and Tom Ruddy, on a 
Van-Tech, hitting the open trail and 
holding the first three spots.

Frank Morgan worked his way up to 
second spot. Pete Foster and Tom Ruddy 
were dueling for third spot when Foster 
hit à short, rocky hill a little too fast 
and bobbled, which let Ruddy slip by to 
take third and Foster fourth. 


250 Novices 


All of the 250cc riders got a parade 
lap, and then the 250 Novices were lined 
up for the start of their race. Most of 
them got off and going, but there were a 
few that had trouble getting their bikes 
Started. 

On the first lap, it was Bill Menchen, 
on a Greeves leading, with Bill Ydiando, 
was able to pass him and come in for the 
win, while Menchen pulled in to take 
second. 


Who Put that Bush In the Course? 


The 250 Amateurs were the up next. 
On the first lap it was George Walker 
with a good lead, and second in was 
Chuck Kocsis. On the fifth and last lap 
we could see Walker coming up in good 
Shape, but about 100 yards out he hit a 
big bush and did a spectacular crash in 
a cloud of dust. He got up, but had 
trouble getting the bike started. In the 
distance, we could see Kocsis coming 
up fast, but Walker finally got the en» 
gine fired up to come in for a well de- 
served win. Kocsis took second, and Al 
Vanderpool came in third. 


250 Experts 

The 250 Experts were next and by 
this time it was getting real hot out in 
the desert and the riders were getting 
tired. Bob Belt, on a Greeves, was the 
first man to come over the hill, but went 
a little wide coming into the pits, and 
Gary Cole, on a Husky, pulled right up 
to him. Belt was able to regain the lead 
coming out of the pits. 
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Belt and Cole diced all the way 
through the five-lap race with Belt hold- 
ing the lead and Cole right behind him, 
pushing hard all the way. At the finish 
it was Belt, Cole, and Charles Gates, 
on a Bultaco, pulling in for third.
